The unhappy doomed man reach- 
ed the grounds at 11:30 a. m., and walked firmly 
up the stepsof the scaffold. A minister read a 
onapter from the Bible appropriate to the occasion, 
then a familiar hymn, in which William and all the 


freely confessing his guiltand attributed all his 
troubles to indulgence in whisky and 
warned all to avoid its use andto take warning at 
his melancholy fate. Spyinga neighbor and two 
brothers-in-law in the crowd he asked that they be 


in black. The regulation black cap was then put 
on, the rope and knot properly adjusted, and at 
12:15 the trap fell and his body swung in theair. A 
convulsive shudder and all was over. His neck was 
broken and life declared by the physicians extinct 
in fifteen minutes. 

WILLIAMS’ CRIME. 

Several years ago he married a woman named 
Effie, who hada daughter nearly grown, and he 
made improper advances to the girl, and also began 
to treat his wife so cruelly that for these two reasons 
she left him, and, taking her daughter with her, 
went to picking cotton on a plantation, near William- 
ette, in Arkansas County. Williams had threatened 
to kill his wife on several occasions, and finally in 
October last he made his appearance in the field 
where his wife and daughter were at work, and re- 
quested, in an angry manner, his wife to go te the 
cabin and bring’a razor. As she turned away to 
comply witb his request, he raised a double-barrelled 
gun, charged with buckshot, and discharged the 
contents of one barrel at his wife, who fell dead, the 
back of her head being filled with buckshot. The 
girl started to run,and Williams fired the second 
barrel at her, tearing away her left arm, and severe- 
ly wounding her in the side. After the killing he 
expressed satisfaction at the deed and took to the 
woods. He was captured three months afterward 
in the Northern part of the State.
